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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

* The primary reasons for allowance for claims 1 -8 are the inclusion of the 
limitations of a printhead assembly comprising a plurality of carriers that are mountable, 
end-to-end, on a support structure so that each carrier engages a respect wall portion, 
the wall portions and the carriers defining a plurality of ink supply conduits; a printhead 
that is mounted on each carrier, each printhead having a plurality of ink supply holes, at 
least one ink supply hole being in fluid communication with a respective ink supply 
conduit; and at least one printed circuit board that is mountable on an opposite side of 
the base portion, the, or each, printed circuit board being connected to the printheads. 

It is these limitations, either alone or combined, that have not been taught, found, or 
suggested by prior art.
